WASHIKUTON, Aug. 11—The corridors 
of the Metropolitan hotel were crowded 
early today with delegates of the con- 
ference of silver democrats called to 
meet there today for the purpose of 
agreeing upon a line of policy to be 
pursued in the interest of silver in the 
democratic party. 


While the call for the conference 
issued by Senators Harris, Turpie and 
Jones, of Arkansas, did not specify the 
hour, the meeting was postponded un- 
til noon. The forenoon was spent in a 
general exchange of views, and in 
formulating 
plans for the meeting 
There was a rather larger attendance 
than had been counted upon and the 
hotel was crowded by delegates and 
silver sympathizers. 


The leaders of the movement are 
anxious to correct the impression that 
it was intended the meeting should be 
a mass convention. 
They appeared to 
think this idea had been scattered 
broadcast by the gold men with the 
view of making it appear in the end 
that the meeting had been a failure. 
There were, consequently, numerous re- 
quests that the newspapers 
should 
make it clear that it never 
intended 
the gathering should be more than a 
conference among leaders of the silver 
sentiment in the democratic party. 


Among those who appeared early at 
the hotel were Senator Jones, of Arkan- 
sas; Daniels and Harris, and ex-Senator 
Jarvis, of North Carolina; Walsh, of 
Georgia: Hon. C. Young, of Tennassee, 
who has conducted the correspondence 
concerning the conference on behalf of 
the senatorial committee; Bepresenta- 
tives Cox, of Tennessee: Otey, of Vir- 
ginia; Livingston, of Georgia; NcNeill, 
of Arkansas and Brookshire, of Indiana. 


Secretary of State Henrichsen, of 
Illinois, was a prominent figure in the 
hotel lobby from early morning. 
No 
man present was more generally sought 
than he. 
There was an exceptionally 
large delegation from Missouri, includ- 
ing Governor Stone, Secretary of State 
Stephens, Judge Hill. W. M. Buby, a 
bank president, and George Allen, a 
railroad man. 
Mr. Josephus Daniels, 
of North Carolina, was one of the 
busiest of those present. 
Olaey New- 
ell, secretary of the state democratic 
committee of Colorado, was the only 
representative from that state. 


We don't send a big delegation here- 
until people know how we stand," he 
said. 


J. F. Saulsbury, of Delaware, was the 
solitary representative of that state. 
B. W. Carmack, of the Memphis Com- 
mercial Appeal, State Senator Wen- 
field, of Virginia; Allen W. Clarke, of

silver question as far as possible. 


The meeting was called to order at 
12 o'clock by Senator Harris, who 
moved that Senator Jones be called to 
the chair as temporary chairman, which 
motion carried unanimously. 
George 
M. LeCrone, of Illinois, was chosen sec- 
retary. The meeting began 
behind 
closed doors with instructions to the 
doorkeepers to admit only those who 
had been invited. 
When the roll was 
called representatives an3>7ered from 
twenty two 
state?, but names were 
given the secretary from only nineteen. 


Senator Jones made i brief 
speech 
on taking the chair, confining himself 
to thanking the conference for the 
honor, and expressing the hope that 
the proceedings would be harmonious 
and productive of good results.

tor Daniel offered a resolution provid- 
ing for ihe appointment by the chair of 
a committee to prepare a program and 
resolutions, which was carried. 
After 
the appointment of these committees 
tne conference adjourned until 4 p. m.

How long I will re- 
main in the United States I cannot 
say.

one can say." 
Prince Pak is about 
forty, small, but has an intellectual 
face. 
This is his second exile, having 
returned to Corea a year ago August 2, 
after ten years in Japan.

LUTHERANS IN SESSION.

CHICAGO, Aug 14 —The German Lu- 
therans of the northern district of Illi- 
nois began an important

yesterday at the town of Schaumberg, 
in this county. 
Special interest at- 
taches to their deliberations because 
of the general opposition which has 
been engendered among the Lutherans 
to the school flag law, passed by the 
last legislature, making the hoisting of 
the stars and stripes over all educational 
institutions compulsory during certain 
hours of eaoh school day.

A map was exhibited showing a pro- 
posed 
new line, which starts from 
Toledo, follows the Maumee to Defi- 
ance, Ohio, where it separates into two 
branches, one leading almost directly 
south to Cincinati; the other to Chi- 
cago, It is this Chicago branch in which 
this city is interested. 


It would seem that the only proper 
course such a canal as this Chicago 
branch could take would be to follow 
the Maumee river from Defiance to 
Fort Wayne, and thence to Churu- 
busco, perhaps, and the chain of lakes 
to Michigan City. 
Still 8«me have 
thought it feasible to leave this city a 
few miles to the south of the. canal and 
seek a route a trifle more direct but 
more di£5oult of construction, 


Mr. Fay also read a letter from Wm. 
T. Harris, of Cincinnati, who is inter- 
ested in the scheme. 
The letter was 
an invitation to a delegation of Fort 
Wayne business men. asking them to 
send representatives to the convention 
which is to meet in Cincinnati on Aug- 
ust 30th to discuss the great project, 
Mr. Harris also stated that he could 
come to this city and talk to the peo- 
ple concerning the matter. 


It was, therefore, decided to extend 
an invitation to the gentleman to visit

The reason for Fort Wayne cele- 
brating the one hundredth anniversary 
is too obvious to need additional argu- 
ment. 
It was unfortunate, however, 
that the project was first set on foot 
at a time when the whole county was 
suffering from stress of hard times. 
The inability of the city and county to 
legally vote funds, put a damper on 
the celebration at that time which the 
committees in charge were unable to 
successfully 
withstand. 
Although 
nominally postponed for a year, it has 
looked all along as though the post- 
poned celebration was a dead duck un- 
til the Rifles have suddenly determined 
to take hold of the matter and see 
what can be done in the shcrt 
time 
which remains between now and fall. 


The Rifles have called a mass meet- 
ing of citizens to be held in the city 
hall on Friday evening of this week. 
The matter has been so fully discussed 
and there seems to be such a unanimity 
of opinion as to the celebration, 
that 
there will be no time wasted in dis- 
cussion, but the young men will buckle 
down to work. 
Committees will be ap- 
pointed and a general line of policy 
mapped out. 


It is the intention to have the cele- 
bration largely military in character. 
This is particularly fitting, as the early 
history oi Fort Wayne was entirely 
military.

"The 8.M.bbath" prt\<iche.l at Westmins- 
ter Presbyterisn church on 
Suoiiay 
morning was

good thought! that, ou motion ol Ktv. 
J. P. Lloyd, the cjngregation by a 
unanimous vote, requested their pastor 
for a copy of it in order that it m'l-'at 
be given to the daily press for publica- 
tion. 
Thss copy has been placed upon 
the editorial table of J H E S E N T I N E L and 
we should be glad to give it publication 
iu its entirety, for it is an 
exctllent 
discourse, but the crowed condition of 
our telegraph and local columns pro- 
vents this and we are compelleci to 
select from it only extracts from the 
most important points discussed by the 
speaker m his plea for a better obser- 
Tance of the Sabbath day and a protec- 
tion of it from the invasions which 
certain claaaes here in America are 
making on it. 


The text of Rev. Leeper was the 8th 
verse of the 20th chapter of Exodus: 
"Remember the Sabbath Day, to Keep 
it Holy." 
"It is manifest," he said in 
commencing, "to every careful observer 
that this sacred inheritance, the Sab- 
bath, is put in jeopardy and that the 
Sabbath question is to be in the near 
future one of the decisive battle fields 
between the friends and enemies ol 
Evangelical Christianity. 
Already the 
the conflict has begun. 
Agencies 
forces, influences of all kinds are com 
bining and drilling their forces for a 
great assault all along the line on the 
Puritan Sabbath; and though, as yet, 
there has only been a little skirmishing 
here a n i there, there is reason for 
iserious alaam on the part of the friends 
of the Sabbath. 
And surely it should 
be contended for, as the men of Anglo- 
Saxon times did for the Magna Charter 
and those of 1776 did for secular inde- 
pendence. 
Whether we look at it 
from the standpoint of the flag, or the 
standpoint of the croEs, as patroits or 
as Christians, it is a question of supreme 
importance and demands the thought- 
ful consideration of all who desire the 
prosperity of our civil and religious 
institutions. 


He then proceeded to discuss the 
question in its legal aspects, both hu- 
man and divine, contending that obser. 
vance of the Sabbath was commanded 
by the laws of God and the laws of man 
and these laws ought to be obeyed 
The maintenance of religion demands 
that a portion of time should be set aside 
for sacred purposes and it constitutes the 
strongest shield to the vital interesls of 
any community than any code of penal 
laws that could be enpcted. 
The Sab 
bath should be observed, he said, be- 
cause the temporal well being of man 
demands a day of rest and under this 
head he spoke as follows: 


It is a matter of congratulation that 
the wisdom of setting apart one day in 
seven as a special day of rest from labor 
is no longer a matter of dispute. 
It 
has proven Itself so beneficent an ar- 
rangment that all enlightened nations 
have adopted it when brought to the 
knowledge of it. 
From their earliest 
history the Egyptians, Assyrians, Hin- 
dus and Hebrews had their day of rest. 
The Romans adopted 
it from 
the 
Egyptians about the beginning of the 
Christian era. 
The Japanese adopted 
it from us in our time. 
Not only does 
this universal practice bear witness to 
its beneficense, but this is the result of 
all intelligent 
investigation. 
Most 
elaborate researches upon this point 
have been conducted by physiologists 
and political economists, ecclal reform- 
ers, philosophers, jurists and statesmen 
often upon different grounds and with 
different methods but always with the 
same results. 


An examination be'ore the British 
house of commons showed abundantly 
that the horse and the ox live longer, 
perform a greater amount of service 
and are in every way more valuable to 
their owners when allowed to rest one 
day in seven. 


Careful examination at a public in. 
stitution in London, employing 2 000 
laborers, proved that more work was 
performed in a year when the Sabbath 
was faithfully kept than during the 
same amount of time when the men 
were required to work 
every day. 
Planters iu the 
W est Indies worked 
their slaves on the Sabbath until they 
became satisfied that this was a pecuni- 
ary 
loss 
to them. 
It 
produced 
enfeebled 
constitutions 
aud 
pre- 
mature death 
Manufacturers have 
di?clared that the goods their men hate 
manufactured in the early part of the 
week and right after the Sabbath rest 
were better than the goods they made 
in the latter part of the week when 
they were tired. 
Locomotives are ex- 
changed upon long trips or the machin- 
ery would break down. 
Thus intellec- 
tual man and dumb beast and 
dead 
machinery cry out for the Lord's day. 
The Sabbath comes and it soothes the 
nerves and puts out the fires of anxiety 
which have burned all the week. 
The 
fact is we are seven-day clocks and have 
to be wound up once a week or we will 
run down into the grave. 
The Sebbath 
is a savings bank into which we gathir 
up our resources of physical and mental 
•trength to draw on all the week. That 
man gives a mortgage to disease and 
death who works on the Sabbath, and 
at the most unexpected moment the 
mortgage will be foreclosed and 
the 
soul ejected from the premises. 
Every 
gland, every cell, every globule, every 
finger-nail 
crys out: "Remember the 
Sabbath day to keep it holy." 


In the light of these facts it is no 
wonder that so eminent a jurist as 
Blackstone observes "Besides the noto- 
rious indecency and scandal of permit- 
ting any secular business to be publi- 
cally transacted on 
that day, in a 
country professing Christianity, 
the 
keeping of one day in seven holy as a 
time of relaxation as well as for public 
worship is of admirable service to a 
state."

Rev. Leeprr then meiutained that 
the protection of tho Sabbath shoulJ 
bo upheld bennuse of tho advancement 
it was to man's spiritual n.^iture, Epeak- 
iog at some length on this branch of 
his subject, and closing as follows: 


But notwithstanding the general coi;- 
viction respecting the wisdom 
and 
beneficense of the Sabbath, we are to 
day mourning over what seems to be 
its increasing desecration. 
The great 
est danger of all is the laxity which 
prevails in the family. 
The changes 
which fifty years have brought even in 
so called Christian households is a sad 
and startling one. 
The swing from 
over-rigid discipline has been away 
over to extreme laxity and liberalism 
iu its observance. 
We see it in the 
custam of visiting and traveling on 
Sabbath and in many other ways even 
on the part of members of the church 
The danger here is all the greater be- 
cause of the imperceptable character in 
which 
the Sabbath is being taken 
away. 
Destruction usually arrests at- 
tention, but not so when it is silent in 
its character. 
The man who cuts down 
a tree meets with reproof from him 
whom it has protected, but the worm 
that cuts at the root is unchecked. 
It 
is in the family that the work of re- 
reform must begin. 


Besides, the influx of foreigaeis bring 
with them the old-world Sunday (a dsy 
of pleasure) and evarywhere in 
the 
city and country they cast their in- 
fluence 
against the Sabbath of our 
fathers. It is from them that arise 
chiefly the clamor to open museums 
and places of public 
entertainment 
Back of all this is the great liquor power 
with its money and organized forces to 
blot out the day. 
It interferes with its 
accursed trade and profit It would have 
all the restrictions removed and free 
and full scope given to beastly 
indul- 
gence. 


In view of such a condition of things 
it is imperative that all who reverence 
tho Sabbath and desire to preserve it 
must sound the alarm and rally to the 
support of all wise measures, de'eat 
the designs of its enemies and create a 
right public sentiment. 
The true law 
of the Sabbath must be restored in the 
family. The Sunday school must be 
enlisted in the cause. 
The pulpit of 
the land must be stirred up to give 
forth a mighty blast. 
The religious 
prtss must give no uncertain sound. 
As far as possible the better class of 
our secular newspapers must be per- 
suaded to lend a helping hand, when 
our dearest interests as a nation are in 
peril. 
Our legislatures must be j ealous- 
ly watcheJ, to prevent an assault from 
such a source and, wherever practicable, 
its acticn sought in the defense of this 
great bulwark of Christianity. 
Citi- 
zens' leagues should be formed in every 
city to see to it that our Sabbath laws 
respecting the sale of liquor, confection- 
ary and gambling and the like are 
rigidly en'o reed. 
All 
potslble aid 
should be given to those who are seek- 
ing to enlighten the public mind and 
keep the sacred day from prcSnation. 
And let us individually sec to it that 
we shall not be weighed in the balances 
and found wanting, but "Remember the 
Sabbath Day to Keep It Holy."

American raw cottQn is holding its own 
aud gaining iu all the markets of the 
world except Canada, where, owing to 
hard times in the Dominion, we lost. 
Some articles of course show dimin- 
ished exports, copper ingots for one. 
The increase in our shipments of bacon, 
hams and hurd is remarkable, though 
dairy products have declined "both in 
quantity and value." 


In the midst of the row between Eng- 
land and Brazil over the possession of 
tiny Trinidad a single small hand has 
stretched out from the United States to- 
ward the isle, a single small Yankee 
voice has whispered, "No; it is mine. 
Tliehand is the baud of "Baron" James 
Harden-Hickey,sou-in-lav/ of Mr. Stand- 
ard Oil Flagler, aud a citizen of the 
United States. At least he was a citizen 
of tho United States before he took pos- 
session of Trinidad and assumed the 
title of Prince James I. When Harden- 
Hickey took possession of Trinidad, two 
years ago this September, and notified 
the United States that he had done so, 
Brazil uttered no protest. If she had 
any objections, it looks as if then would 
have been the time to say so. But she 
was silent until 
lately, when some 
Englishmen seized tho island for a cable 
station. 
Then Brazil protested, and 
England withdrew any claim. The ques- 
tion now is, Does the little island be- 
long really to Brazil or to Baron Hard- 
en-Hickey? Brazil claims the island on 
the ground of former Portuguese occu- 
pation, which is a legal claim enough. 
But why, then, did she not refuse to 
permit Harden-Hickey to take posses- 
sion? And why, again, if "Prince James" 
really meant it, did he not stay in his 
kingdom and fortify it and cultivate the 
land and set up his government? Least 
of all, why should he now appeal to the 
United States? A prince and ruler of a 
kingdom cannot be at the same time a 
citizen of the United States, can he? 


In conferring the degree of LL. D. on 
Dr. S. Weir Mitchell of Philadelphia 
the University of Edinburgh has honored 
itself. Dr. Mitchell was already an LL. 
D. of Harvard, and the University of 
Bologna has also conferred a degree ou 
him. 
Recognition of American genius 
in the field of statesmanship has long 
been given to us generously abroad; also 
2:ecoguitiou in the military field. The 
names of our generals and our statesmen 
are familiar iu Europe aud e^'en Asia. 
Now recognition comes of American 
scientific aud mechanical achievements. 
The late Richard M. Hunt, the archi- 
tect, held official position in France be- 
fore he was known to his own country. 
Dr. S. Weir Mitchell is one of the most 
versatile men living. 
Besides his pro- 
fessional specialty, nervous diseases, he 
has written successful novels, aud it is 
Baid of his poems that they seem to be 
the work of one whose soul thought iu 
poetry and never thought of anything 
else. IText will come recognition of the 
United States in literature.

Seat—Fourteen States to Clioose Govern- 
ors and Legislators—Utah's First Contest. 
A Fateful Nov. 5. 


Had it not been for tho injection of 
national questions, and particularly the 
money question, 
into stato campaigns 
the electious this year -would have been 
as spiritless as thoso held since the cou- 
Rrossional campaign of 1S94, or only 
possessing local interest. 


As it is, however, this, au off yeai- in 
politics, bids fair to prove almost as ex- 
citing as diu-ing a presidential year, aud 
especially is this true of Ohio. 
State 
electious will bo held Nov. 5 in 12 
states, as follows: Ohio, Iowa, Kansas, 
Kentucky, 
Maryland, 
Massachusetts, 
Mississippi, Nebraska, New York, New 
Jersey, Pennsylvania, Virgiuia and in 
the territory of Utah, which will, by 
that time, have about complied with all 
the conditions required of it to make a 
state. 
Oregon, Rhode Island, Michigan 
and Wisconsin held elections early in 
the year. 
Au election will be held in 
Connecticut ou Oct. 7 for town officers 
aud to pass upon a proposed redistrict- 
iug of the state senate. 


In seven states and tho territory of 
Utah governors will also be elected. 
The.so states will also choose United 
States .senators in 1S96. 
Altogether 29 
senators will know their fate in 1896, 
although not all of the legislatures to 
make the selectious will be elected this 
year. 
Tho senators whose terms expire 
in 1897 are Calvin S. Brico (Dem.), 
Ohio; James L. Puch (Dem.), Alaba- 
ma ; James K. Jones (Dem.), Arkansas; 
George C. Perkins (Rep.), California; 
Henry M. Teller (Hep.), Colorado; Or- 
ville H. Piatt (Rep.), Connecticut; Wil- 
kiuson Call (Dem.), Florida; John B. 
Gordon (Dem.), Georgia; Fred T. Du- 
bois (Rep.), Idaho; John M. Palmer 
(Dem.), Illinois; Daniel W. Voorhees 
(Dem.), Indiana; William B. Allison 
(Rep.), Iowa; William A. Peffer, Pop.), 
Kansas; J. C. S. Blackburn (Dem.), 
Kentucky; Ncwtou C. BlauGhard(Dem.), 
Louisiana; Charles H. Gibson (Dem.), 
Maryland; George G. Vest (Dem.), Mis- 
soiu'i; John P. Jones fRep.), Nevada; 
Jacob H. Gallinger (Rep.), New Hamp-

THE NEW ELECTRIC EKGINE. 


Concerning 
the Bald win-Westing- 
house alliance, the Philadelphia Press 
says: "The firfct work to be done jointly 
by the two companies is the building of 
a standard gauge el« ctrie locomotive in 
order to demonstrate the capabilities 
and powers of the new engine for pas- 
senger and freight service, but it will 
be several weeks before the work will 
be begun. Speaking of the probable 
rate of epeed of the proposed locomo- 
tives, Mr. Henzey, of the Baldwin firm, 
said: "Inis talk of making 150 miles 
an hour is pure folly. The best time 
likely to be made consistent with safely 
is ninety miles an hour at most.

Henzey explained that for a long haul 
the steam locomotive was preferable 
and cheaper, and for that reason, he 
said, the electric locomotive would be 
used principally for short runs and 
suburban services. The firm has no 
orders as yet for the new engines, but 
expects a contract soon." 


HOLMAN'S NEW EKGINE. 


W. J. Holman, of Minneapolis, has 
conceived a plan for mounting a loco- 
motive on wheels in such a manner as 
to make a speed of 100 miles an hour 
possible. 
The Baldwin Locomotive 
works ara now en g^ged in building a 
locomotive after Mr. Holman's pattern 
and the same will soon be put to a 
practical test. The locomolive is not 
to be set on the rails as engines gener- 
ally are. When it is completed it is to 
be placed on what are known as the 
Holman friction-geared trucks, which 
will raise it thirty inches above the 
surface of the rails 
It will be j ust like 
any other locomotive except that each 
of its driving wheels will rest upon and 
between two smaller wheels, which in 
turn will rest upon and between • three 
other wheels that finally rest on the 
rails. The instant the drivers of the 
locomotive begin to turn they neces- 
sarily through fiiction give an opposite 
rotary mot on to the small wheels upon 
which they bear, and 
these small 
wheels iust as necessarily give a for- 
ward rotary motion to the third set of 
wheels upon which they are bearing. 
The natural and inevitable result is 
that one revolution of the locomotive's 
driving wheels, by this multiplicity of 
wheels in pyramid form, carries the 
locomotive forward just twice as far as 
a single revolution of the 
driving 
wheels would if they were 
placed 
directly on the track. In other words, 
the speed of the engine, whatever the 
speed might be on the rails themselves, 
is exactly doubled by the use of this 
newly invented truck. In an experi- 
ment which was made with an ordinary 
locomotive thus mounted in Minnesota 
on a branch of the Northern PaciBc 
railroad recently a epeed of eighty 
miles was said to have been easily at- 
tained. 
la addition to the increaBe of 
speed attainable, this new invention 
will, it is claimed, save millions of dol- 
lars through the diminished wear and 
tear upon the rails, for the weight of 
the locomotives will then be further 
distributed along the track, and at no 
point of any rail will there be a pres- 
sure more than one-third as great as is 
now exerted by the driving wheels.

Hopes to Revolutionize Transportation. 
B. F. Channel, a Cambridgeport 
(Mass.) shipbuilder, has invented some- 
thing which, if it will do all he expcct3 
it to do, ought to revolutionize all trans- 
portation methods. It is not exactly a 
steamboat, neither is it a locomotive, 
and yet it partakes of tho properties ox 
each. Ho says that it will go equally 
well on the laud or in tho w-ater, and 
that it will have a speed of 100 miles 
an hour ou the laud and 75 miles an 
hour in tho water. Tho boat is liko an 
ordinary steamboat, except that it hats 
very large wheels. In a boat 7.1 feet 
long they would be 25 feet in diameter. 
The wheels come down to-a level with 
tho keel, and on tliis are placed a series 
of ball wheels, on which the ve.ssel runs 
wlienou land. 3ir. Channel's argument 
is that there are 75 feet ou the circum- 
ference of each of these 25 foot wheels. 
If they can be made to revolve at a 
speed of If^O times a minute—and he 
does not doubt that they can—why, 
there is a speed of 7,500 feet a minute, 
and any one can figure out that that is 
more than 75 miles an hour. In order 
to turn a corner Mr. Channel says all 
that is nece.ssary would be to stop one 
of the wheels. Mr. {'hannel thinks that 
witii a fleet of such boats tho United 
State.s "could lick the world. "—Bo.stou 
Traveller.
